Continuation of 3: The added limitations significantly change the scope of all claims 
presented and as such would require additional searching and consideration. 

Continuation of 11: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because:

Response to Preliminary Matters 

1. The new grounds of rejection presented in the Final Rejection mailed April 21, 
2005, was necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims. The moving of a 
limitation from claim 4 to claim 1 changed the scope of the claims. As an example, 
claims 2 and 3, dependent on claim 1, now contain additional limitations that were not 
original found in their parent. As such further searching and consideration was 
required, and a Final Rejection was issued based on the best available prior art. 

Furthermore, beyond the new scope, the "location" limitation of claim 4 was 
changed from being one of multiple criteria in a group, to a specific limitation. The 
claimed language was also modified with the previously unseen introduction of 
"physical."
